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Description 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 
Field of the Invention 

[0001] The present invention relates to improvements in a nose peck. 
Description of the Prior Art 

[0002] Nose packs are u&ed to term a film on the ne&el skin to absorb sebum on the skin, to impart the skin with ten- 
sion, and to enhance the circulation of blood. By peeling off the pack from the skin later, ft is possible to remove dirt 
keratotic plugs and the fike thereon and, hence, nose packs offer emoi&ent and deaning effects. 
[0003] Peel -off type sheet packs have conventionaiy been used in terms of its ease in use. One such p ee l off type 
nose pack is cfisclosed in, for example. Japanese Registered Utility Model Pub&caiion No, 3084427. This nose pack 
comprises a carrier and a cosmetic 6Ubstance and is so configured as to fit noses of various shapes, 
[0004] It is an object of the present invention to provide a nose pack which is shaped different from conventional ones 
to fit even an apex portion of a nose and the periphery thereof easily, and is capable of forming a fflm in a shorter time 
and exhibiting a strong adhesion. 

[0006] rt is another object of the present invention to provide a nose pack which can bs easily positioned on a nose 
bilaterally eymmetricaly in applying the pack on the nose, 

[0006] It is a further object of the present invention to provide a nose pack capable of truing undulating portions of a 
nose such as sla portions and groove portions at the outer edges thereof. 

8UMMARY OF THE INVENTION 

[0007] According to the present invention, there Is provided a nose pack comprising a moiswe-permeable base sheet 
and a fBm-tormfng cosmetic substance contained in end carried by the base sheet, the base sheet having a s"t in a 
lower portion thereof for defining an opening such thai an upper edge of the opening is applicable to at least an apex 
portion of a nose, or to the apex portion and at least adjacent peripheries of nostrils, or the apex portion, the adjacent 
peripheries of the nostrils and at least outer edges of ala portions. 

[0008] With this construction, the sit formed in the nose pack opens when a portion below the 6*t is pressed in apply- 
ing the nose pack onto a nose. When the upper edge of the opening is pressed onto a nose, thenosepaciijufliclently 
^te.ajid .covers, without strain, the apex portion, or the apex portion and at least the adjacent peripheries of the nostrils, 
or the apex portion, the adjacent peripheries of the nostrils and at least outer edges of the ale portions. 
[0009] Further, the base sheet farms a film with a sufficient strength to prevent the nose pack from being torn upon 
peeling off. 

[0010] Furthermore, the film thus formed can securely capture keratotic plugs and the like thereby ratably removes 
such keratotic plugs and the Ifcfi when the pack is peeled off. 

[0011] The foregoing and other objects, features and attendant advantages will become readHy apparent from the 
reading of the foflowing detailed description of the invention in conjunction with the attached drawings.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE PREFERRED EMBODIMErJTS 

70 [001 9] The present invention will now be described in detail with reference to the accompanying drawings. 

(0014] In the present invention, the slh of the nose pack may be in the form of a single continuous line, or a broken 
(ine capable ol terming a desired opening, or a slot having a small width. 

[0015] Preferably, the slh is formed with at least one sub-slit extending upward therefrom so that the upper edge of 
the opening can be easily curved to fit the apex portion of a nose, peripheral portions of the nostrils, and outer edges 
is of the ala portions. 

[0016] It i6 also preferable that a vertically extend rvg positioning slit is formed in a central portion of the moisture-per- 
meable base sheet between the upper edge of the base sheet and the slit so that the nose pack can be easily appied 
onto the nose bilaterally symmetrically by aligning the positioning slit with the dorsum of the nose. It is to be noted that 
more than one positioning slit may be provided. 
so [0017] Instead of the positionJng siH. a positioning hole may be provided in the base sheet. Such postfoning hole 
reduces the rtgkfty of a center portion of the moisture-permeable base sheet, thereby mating H easier to curve the nose 
pack. 

[0010] Further, instead of the positioning means descnoed above, a positioning mark (pp) composing a raised merK, 
a depressed mark, or a combination thereof may be formed. Such a positioning mark is preferred because it does not 
se reduce the strength of the nxisture-permeabte base sheet The positioning mark may be one termed by slmpry tefding 
the base sheet eoncavety or convexfy. 

[0019] The moieru re-permeable base sheet according to the present invention may be In any term as long as it is 
capable of covering at least the dorsum portion, opposite ala portions and apex portion of a nose. For example, the 
mei6ture-permeable base sheet is shaped to have a central narrow portion by cutting away a cental portion of the 
jo upper edge of the base sheet and a pair of arcuated wide portions termed on opposite sides of the narrow portion. Each 
wide portion has a sufficient area to cover each ala portion, while the cutaway central portion of the upper edge leaves 
the root portion of the nose as exposed even when Vie nose pack is applied onto the nose. However, the present inven- 
tion is not limited thereto. 

[0020] Preferabfy, each lateral edge portion of the rroisture-permeable base sheet for covering each ala portion is 
95 formed with a plurality of small slits or notches extending inwardly from the lateral edge for easier curving. 

[0021 ] Further, it is preferable that the portion for covering each ala portion is formed with silts so as to be bent con- 
formaily to the ala portion. In this case, the entire ala portion can be conformaHy covered by such portion so thai the 
lateral edge portion can easiy fit the periphery of the ala portion. 

[0022] The moisture permeable base sheet may be termed of any conventionally taiown material in the an as long as 
40 it is water/moisture permeable but not detrimental to cWn whfle being capable of containing and retaining a fim-form'ng 
cosmetic substance therein. Examples of such materials include woven, non-woven, or knitted tactics formed from nat- 
ural fbers such as cotton, hemp, and woof; synthetic ffoers such as nylon, vinyfidene, poryvinyfchloride, potyeeter, pol- 
yethylene, polypropylene, poiyurethane and poryacryteie: cellutoaic ffeers such as rayon and acetate. Among these, 
those formed from hydrcphobtc fibers are preferably used. 
is [O0S3] The rrwstufe-parrneeble base sheet preferably has a flexibility and siretcriebtTrty so as to be readily conform- 
able to the shape of a sWn surface thereby providing enhanced adherence to the skin. 

[0024] H is possible that the moisture-perrneable base sheet comprises a foamed resin sheet having open celts, 
[0025] If the moisture-permeable base sheet Is termed from a ftoar blend of a hydrophilic fiber and a water-repellent 
fiber, the amount of the firrrHormlng cosmetic substance contained in and carried by the base sheet can be aoVanta- 
se geoucJy controlled by varying the blending proportions of these fibers. Examples of the hydrophilio fibers include rayon 
and cotton, and examples of the water-repellent fibers include polyester fibers, polyoletin fbers, and nylon leers, but 
the present invention is not limited thereto. 

[0026] At least one of the hydrophilic ftoer and the water-repel lent fiber may be rendered hydrophilic end/or water- 
repellent by means of a surface-active agent. 
as [0027] The film Arming cosmetic substance in accordance with the present invention mainly comprises a iBm-forming 
material and a cosmetic material. 

[Dtttfi] Typical examples of fllm-terming materials are those containing polyscrylie add as a major ingredient thereof 
and those containing poryacryTrc add and pullulan aa major ingredients thereof. 
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[0029] In the tormer meieriajs, polyaeryiic add is used in an amount of from 1 to 96 % by weight On a dry amount) 
based on the total weight of the fflrrvterming cosmetic substance. If ft exceeds the upper limit, such properties as mow- 
lure retention, adhesion and comfortableness In use are undesirably degraded and, ff it t* lees than the aforesaid lower 
limit, the film strength is irtsutf teient. 

s 10030] In the latter mater ials. the total amount of poryacrytic acid and pullutan to be used is from 1 to 98 % by weight 
(in a dry amount) based on the total weight of the lilrrvrormng cosmetic substance. If it exceeds the upper Kmit. such 
properties as moisture retention, adhesion and correortatoleness m use are undesirably degraded and. if it is less than 
the lower fimit, Ihe film strength is insufficient. The amount of pullulan to be used is preferably from 5 to 80 % by weight 
relative to poryacrytic acid, but not limited thereto. 

to (0031] The fim-torming cosmetic substance may further contain a thickening agent as required. Examples of thick- 
ening agents include carboxymethylcellulose. pectin, gelatin. »amhan gum, sodium alginate, cartxuryvinyi polymers and 
carregeenen. 

[0032] The cosmetic malarial to be incorporated in the lilnvtarming cosmetic substance includes convemionaly 
known materials such as humectants and oil components. 

is [0033] Examples ol such humectants in dude ethylene glycol end polyethylene glycote such as diethylene glycol and 
Methylene glycol: propylne glycol and polypropylene glycols such as dipropylene glycol and tripropyiene glycol; buy- 
lene glycols; glycerin and porygJycerofe such aa diglycerol and the like: sugaralchote such as sorbitol, mannltol. xylitol, 
and mafttol; monosaccharides such as glucose, fructose and galactose; poh/saccharides such as maltose and lactose, 
but the present invention is not limited thereto 

x [0034] The c*l component suitable tor the present invention Includes an oil component known as a so-called emolient 
component. Examples of such o3 components include hydrocarbons such as squaJorte and iquid paraffin; natural oils 
Buch as olive oil, jojoba oil and coconut oil; esters 6uch as isopropyl myrisiate and cetyl isooctanoete: silicone oil: higher 
fatty adds such as oieta acid and teoslea/ic acid. ^ 
[0035] The firm-terming cosmetic substance may further contain an astringent, a whitening component an anttphlo- 

2S glstlc, a colorant, a pigment, a surtoce^active agent, a rnicrobicide and an antiseptic ae required. 

10036] The fBm-fcrming cosmetta substance of this invention is prepared to exhibit a fluidity in the presence of suffi- 
cient water and a f Bm-formabllfty under a dried condition. 

Example 1

[0037] Fig. 1 i6 a plan view of an example of a nose pack in accordance wfth the present invention. Nose pack (Ai) 
shown comprises a moisture-permeable base sheet (at), a fikn-torming cosmetic substance contained in and carried 
by the rnoreture-permeaHe base sheet (ai), and a release sheet (a2). 
[0039] The base sheet (at) is formed from a non-woven fabric Of a polyester f bet material. 
35 [0039] h is to be noted that the release sheet (a2) can be drepensed with ae the ease may be. 

[0040) The nose pack (AI) has a configuration as shown In Fig. 1 in which a curved slit (e1) is termed in a lower por- 
tion of the moisture-permeable base sheet (ai). 

[0041] The silt (st) is In the form of a downwardly arcuated line and has a length substantially applicable to the apeor 
portion of a nose. 

do [0042] The slit may tthorwfee be in the term of a broken fine (si a) capable of terming a desired opening aa shown in 
Fig. 2, or in the form of a Blot (e1b) with a email width termed by partially perforating the base sheet aa shown in Fig. 3. 
[0043] A cosmetic substance solution conetHuiing the fam-tormno. cosmetic substance In this example was prepared 
based on the fermuiati'on shown below.

Preparation 



ie [0044] FAm-forming components, i.e.. pdyacryiic acid and polyvinyl pyrrclttone were unitermry liquefied in an appro- 
priaxfi amount of purified water by the use of a stirrer. Then, titanium wide, glycerin, sorbitol, pol yoxyeih ylone sorbitan 
oleate CZOE PI and methyl paraben were added lo the remaining punTred water and surhcJentiy stirred. The resulting 
solution was added to the former liquid, followed by further sufficiently stirring the resuWng mixture GquU to give a uni- 
form film-forming cosmetic substance. 

?5 (0045] The nc&e pack (A1) of the configuration thus described is advantageously used as follow. 

10046] Firstly, water or lotion is slightly and uniformly applied onto a portion of skin to which the noee pack is applied. 
Then, the nose pack reapplied thereto so that the s»H (si) formed in the lower ponton thereof is positioned ai the apex 
portion of the nose. (Where the release layer is provided, it is removed prior to applying the nose pack to the nose.) 
[0047] At that time the nose pack (Ai) curves along the shape of the nose, and The sJH (s1) opens when a portion 

20 under the slit (s1) is pressed. The upper edge (hi) of the opening thus termed presents a convex shape tor covering 
the apex portion of the nose 

[0046] Subsequently, when the upper edge (hi) of the opening is prBs&ed onto the nose atong the apex portion 
thereof, it curves as shown in Fig. 4 to ctesery fit the apex portion. Thus, the nose peck (Ai) do&eJy rite the whole nose 
including the dorsum portion, opposite ala portions and apex portion. . 
26 [0048] The lim-forming cosmetic substance contained in and retained by the moteture-permeaWe base sheet is dis- 
solved by the contacting water and hence contacts the skin. By virtue of quick humidity migration, the dissolved film- 
forming cosmetic substance quicWy forms a film and. hence, a highly tough film is formed between the nose pack (AI) 
end the sWn. 

[0050] Accordingly, when the nose pack is peeled off by grasping one end of the moisture-permeable base sheet, trie 
oo nose pack can be completely released without being broken or partially remaining on the sWn due to the pretence of 
the sift (el) because the fftm thus formed has a sufficient fim strength and is strongly integrated with the moisture-per- 
meable base sheet to a certain depth. Thus, keratotic plugs, sebum, and din on the etin of the nose are removed as 
adhering to or captured by the fim. whereby the whole area to which the pack is applied inducing the opposite ala por- 
tions, dorsum portion as well as apex portion of the nose can be sufficiently cared.

Example 2 

[0061] A nose pack (A2) is pr^a/ed in the same manner as in Example 1 except thai aft (e2) formed In a tower portion 
erf the rrwiswe^ermeable base sheet (ai) is termed with two sub-sttts <ss2) (sa2) extending upward from upper edge 
40 (h2) thereof as shown in Pig. 5. . 

[0052] Although the silt (s2) ki the nose pack (A2) shown is In the term of a contnoous line, it may be in the form ot a 
slot wHh a smal width termed by partially perforating the base sheet or may be a broken line capable of terming a 
desired opening (not shown). 

[0053] With the nose pack (A2) thus prepared, the provision of the sub-slits (ss2) enables the upper edge (h2) of tw 
4S opening to be easily curved and further enlarges the area to be curved and, hence, the peck is poss&e to cover the 
apex portion of the nose as well as a middle portion of a nasal septum. 



Cxample 3 

56 [0054] A nose pack (AS) is pr spared in the same manner as in Example 1 except that the stlt in the moisture-perme- 
abf e base sheet is configured as shown in Fig. 6. 

[0066] Specifically, slit (s3) of the nose pack (A3) Is further extended lateraly than Example 1. 
[0056] Although the elrt (s3) in the nose pack (A3) shown is in the term of a curved continuous line, it may be in the 
form of a broken line capable of forming b desired opening or in the form of a slot with a small width formed by partifity 
ss perforating the base sheet (not shown). ^ ^ _ . ^ _ 

(0O57) In use, a portion of a nose to be app*ed with *ie nose pack (A3) ts wetted with water in advance, end the nose 
pack is pressed thereonto. Subsequently, a lower edge (h3b) of an opening defined by the slit is pinched at the center 
thereof in such a manner aa to fold the portion to bond the te Wed portion as shown in Fig. 7. As a result, the nose pack

[0074] in addition to the same advantageous effects achieved by Example 6, this nose pack is capable of easily term- 
ing a crease (P) aligning with the groove defined between the outer edge of each ala portion and the cheek by virtue of 
the provision of the notches (C). TWs results in the nose pack capable ol more closely fitting the groove and a portion 
10 at the cheek, thus enabling a sufficient care of these portions. 



Examples 

[0075] A nose pack (AB) rs prepared in Ihe same manner as in Example 6 except that each largely arcuated portion 
75 (B) is formed with a slit (G) extending sufestanrbalry along the lateral edge thereof and slits (F) extending inwardry from 
the sRt (GO a6 shown in Fig, 16. 

[0076] These slits (F) and (Q) allow the nose pack (AB) to be curved more cortformalry to each ala portion of a noee 
and hence to cover the entire ala ponton. This enables the lateral edge portion of each arcuated portion (B) to easily fit 
the periphery of each ala portion.

Example9 

[0077] A rwe pack (A9) is prepared in the sarro 

permeable base sheet (al) is substantially tfie same as thai in Example 3 and each largely arcuated portion (B) is 
formed w*h a slit (H) extending generally along the lateral edge thereof and a sift (0 Intersecting the sift (H) as shown 
in Fig. 17. These slits (H) and (I) allow the nose pack (AS) to be curved conforms ly to the bulge of each ala portion of 
a nose and hence to cover the entire ale portion thereby providing the same advantages as the nose pack of Example 8.

[0078] Another representative constftution of a nose pack in accordance with the present Invention is the aame as that 
of Examples 1 to 6 except that the film-forming cosmetic substance has the icrrnuiation shown below. The explanation 
of the constitution and advantages with reference to the oVawinoa are omitted. 

[0079] The cosmetic substance solution constituting the fitm-forming cosmetic substance in this exaple was prepared

an appropriate amount of purified water by the use of a stirrer. Then, titanium oxide, glycerin, sorbitol, potyoxyettylene 
sorbitan oleate [20E.OJ and methyl paraben were added to the remaining purified water, and sufficiently so' mad. The 
resulting solution was subsequently added to the former liquid, followed by further sufficiemly 9tirring the resulting mix.

(0083) The moisture-permeable base sheet thus formed from such a ffoer blend exh torts an Increased anchoring 
effect with respect to a lam-forming cosmetic substance compared with that formed of a poly ester fiber material alone 
and. hence, breakage of the formed film upon peeling ofl can be prevented more effectively
